Meeting resumed at 1:30 p.m.

Rickette; Knuff: That matron and 
secretary be authorized to draft a set 
of by-law for Unity Union Hospital 
and submit them to next meeting. 

Rickette; McAleer: That we call 
for tenders for milk supply for one 
year from May 1st. Tenderers to 
produce evidence that all cows in herd 
have been tested for tuberculosis and 
are non-reacters to the test. Tenders 
to be in .by April 1st 1924. 

Needham; Bradley: That we en¬ 

dorse the action of the chairman. Mr. 
Moffatt. in changing the insurance on 
,J_he. buildings ant] contents to the Co-, 
insurance’ plan. And that the secret¬ 
ary furnish the insurance agents with 
yearly statement of the value of the 
buildings and contents, proving that 
they are insured for eighty per cent 
of their value. 

Bradley: Needham: That we res¬ 
cind the previous motion re repres¬ 
entative from Grassy Lake and accept 
the appointment of Mr T. Glassel. 
owing to subsequent information. 

McAller; Glassel: That Dr. Shep- 
ley’s account for hospital equipment, 
including beds, dishes, pans, etc., to 
the amount of $182.33 be paid. 

Knuff; Bradley: That the secret¬ 
ary be empowered to have a desk 
built that will suit the needs of the 
hospital offic«. 

Rickette; Knuff: That all accounts 
uncollected at the end of a quarterly 
period that are charged as deficits 
to municipalities, he placed in a sep¬ 
arate account when collected, to be 
held against the next subsequent de¬ 
ficit. 

Ricketts; Bradley: That we pro¬ 
cure additional copies of the auditor's 
report to provide one for each mem- 
iber of the board. 

Knuff; Ricketts: That auditor’s re¬ 
port he laid over until next meeting. 

Gradley; McAleer: That we dis¬ 

pense with the purchase of electrical 
equipment for treatments, and buy 
laundry equipment with the balance 
of capital account. 

Knuff: McAleer; That we adjourn 
to meet Wednesday, March 49th- at 
the same place and hour.

C. N. R. Assessment: Secretary 

read a letter from the Tax Commis¬ 
sioner of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways. from which it was gathered 
that the Tax Commissioner desired to 
be present at the March meeting of 
the council, for the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing the matter of the valuation 
of the right of way. appeal for same 
which was turned down at the ast 
meeting. 

F. Monroe: Secretary reported hav¬ 
ing received a very urgent letter from 
Mr. Frank Monroe to the effect that 
his wife Was very sick—he had no 
funds—and that the doctor should be 
sent down immediately. Dr. Folkins 
had been sent down at once, and re¬ 
ported that Mr Monroe and his fam¬ 
ily is ere ivs.diug in the Vale munici¬ 
pality. but that Mr Monroe stated that 
his family had not been out of this 
municipality for three months yet. 
Clr. McCluskey 'reported that the 
time of residence in the new district 
was now completed.

A special meeting was held in the 
Cliffs School On Wednesday last for 
the purpose of hearing Mr. T. A.- 
Nainsmith (Supt. of Rural Tele¬ 
phones. Regina) explain the various 
matters in connection with the pro¬ 
posed alterations in the local tele¬ 
phone system. The School was 
crowded to capacity with people from 
all over the district, this going to show 
the ^jreat interest that is being taken 
in the matter. From Marsden, Neil- 
burg etc. came people all desirous of 
having the central located in their im- 
mediat e neighbourhood. The meet¬ 
ing was called to order by Mr. P. M. 
■Chapman who explained the reason 
why the meeting was called and ex¬ 
tended a warm welcome to Mr. Nai- 
Finith whom he called upon, to address 
the meeting. Mr. Naismith said that 
he had come on the invitation of the 
Local Telephone company to help them 
in solving the problem! they were up 
against. He had brought with him 
a map to show what country they 
icould take in and to find the logical 
point at which to place their central 
Office. He stated that from the pres¬ 
ent plans of the directors the only 
place for the central .would be at, 
Marsden, but if they were going to! 
aroartgramate witlr tftS' tinier syStiufi 
their central would naturally be Neil- 
burg. As there were no official re¬ 
presentatives present at the meeting 
from Winter they could not take 
them into consideration. He pointed 
out how they could extend their pres¬ 
ent from Marsden by going east till 
;toy met the Ca.rruthers line N.E. of 
the Waseca line, and west to the Mer¬ 
idian. By doing this they would en¬ 
hance the value of their system. He 
said further that it was only a matter 
of them being able to agree among 
thmslvs at to what they could accom¬ 
plish. In conclusion Mr. Naismith 
said he would answer any question 
they liked to ask. Full odvantage 
was taken of this offer. Various 
things were asked and the speaker an¬ 
swered 


There was a fully representative 
gathering of ratepayers of the Rib- 
stone Municipal District present at the 
annual meeting held in the Municipal 
Hall at Ribstone on Sturday after¬ 
noon. , 

After the minutes of the last meet¬ 
ing had ben read and adopted a res¬ 
olution by C. W. Ryall and H. For¬ 
man was passed to the effect that 
the annual meeting should be held 
altrnately at Ribstone and Chauvin 
according to which wards were elect¬ 
ing councillors, the 1924 meeting to be 
at Ribstone, that of 1925 at Chauvin. 
and to continue in alteration. 

Ryall and Forman also moved a re¬ 
solution which was carried. to~ the 
effect that the miuntes of the council 
meetings be given to the local paper 
for publication in full detail. 

In answer to a question by Dr. Fol¬ 
kins it was stated that the loss on 
seed grain advances would most prob¬ 
ably not exceed $2000 or $3000 out of 
a total of $50,000 advanced. 

Mix H. Forman then gave a very 
interesting review of the economies 
accomplished by the council within the 
past year. He stated that a reduc¬ 
tion of expenses had been made as fol¬ 
lows: Destruction of Pests and eeds 
$•“50; Gralits $150! Mfe.chiiiery $S3. : 
27; Material $362.30; Distriiints $61.42 
Tax Recovery Costs $68.20; Coyote 
Bounties $100; Cemetry $33; and sev¬ 
eral other minor items with a. re¬ 
duction of nearly $5000 on road work. 
Against these reductions, he instanced 
some increases totaling around $650. 
In conclusionn he stated that he was 
one of a delegation to wait on the 
council In the beginning of the year 
and urge economy in action, and the 
council had done well in the interven¬ 
ing period to effect economies. 

It was stated that the cohncil had 
reduced the seed grain indebtedness 
during the past year by $5658. this be¬ 
ing part interest and part principal. 
Guce In the discussion that followed 
on finances it was stated that there 
were three ways in which the mun¬ 
icipality might reduce its indebtedness 
Incrased Taxation, Decreased Road 
Work; and General Economies. The 
municipal inspector on his official 
visit had reccommended the council to 
Increase the taxation with a. view of 
forming a larger working capital and 
o diminish the amount of borrowings 
to carry on muneipalwork. The 
council decided, however not to raise 
the taxes on the people. Thre was a. 
general expression of opinion at the 
meeting that the roads should be 
maintained and kept in good repair in 
terests of true economy. . 

Dr. Folkins pointed out thal uud ! 
ional expense had been incurred by 
the Ribstone Municipality and par¬ 
ticularly by the Chauvin village, by 
lack of compliance in adjoining mun¬ 
icipalities of the quarantine regula¬ 
tions. The Meeting decided that re¬ 
presentations should he made to 
such municipalities in this matter. 

Messrs. J. Murray. J. Semple, ,T.- 
Tooth. C. W. Ryall, G. Burton. Stra- 
chan Bros.. R. W. Nelson, J. Dallyn, 
A. E. Smith and others took part in 
a discussion on the weed question. 
Reeve Ferguson stated tha.t the weeds 
weds would drive us out of the coun¬ 
try quicker than the taxes we had to 
pay. The danger of an invasion of 
stinkweed from the east was discuss¬ 
ed ill detail.,Mr. Nelson gave the only

Interesting Details Of 

Ribstone Council Work 


Winter Sports at the Winnipeg Carnival 


The Ribstone Municipal Districts' 
annual statement published in these 
columns in the last issue provide a 
regular sea of figures, which at first 
sight appear to be an intricate jumble 
resembling most of all a Chinese 
puzzle. Where do we get all these 
big amounts of money from? Where 
do they go? How the deuce are we 
to pay it all? are questions that force 
themselves to our attention. 

So far as the municipality alone is 
concerned, the current 1923 tax levy 
amounted in all to $17,279.97. Of this 
a surprizingly small afount leaves the 
district. 1 

Now, listen, over $7700.00 was spent 
in wages for road work. $452.30 was 
returned to local landowners for road 
diversions. Over $2000.00 was ex¬ 
pended in other wage forms to be re¬ 
spent right in our own community. 

In all, $10,078.08 was spent for lo¬ 
cal roads, diversions and bridges, pro¬ 
viding facilities that are shared by 
all. In this connection it is to be re¬ 
membered that the municipal Income 
was supplemented by a small grant 
from the province of Alberta of $670. 
However, the council have well ex¬ 
ceeded the proportion of their income 
that the government lays down in the 
Municipal Act. 

In addition to the foregoing, the 
council have expended over $850.00 
matters of direct public welfare, such 
as health, mothers allowances, coyote 
bounties, grants and cemeteries.. And 
in these cases the prepondrating pro¬ 
portion of th money is replaced into 
local circulation.

In fact, aboct two-thirds of all the 
taxes paid to the municipality have 
been expended directly with the peo¬ 
ple of the district. 

The financial sheet Shows that the 
remaining third of the municipal in¬ 
come has provided for repayments of 
obligations such as loans of varying 
descriptions, administrative expenses, 
and about $1000.00 of tangible assets 
in machinery, tools and other equip¬ 
ment. 

It is interesting to note that of all 
the monies collected by the munici¬ 
pality. only about two-fifths are col¬ 
lected for municipal purposes. That 
is to say that for every $5.00 you pay 
the municipal secretary- slightly less 
than $2.00 is for municipal purposes. 
Slightly over $2.00 is collected for the 
local school districts—whose assess¬ 
ment does not rest in the hands of 
the council. And nearly $1.00 is col¬ 
lected on behalf of the province of 
Alberta. 

In other words, the cry for economy 
can only be satisfied in respect to a 
two-fifth share of the monies collect¬ 
ed—of which small share two-thirds 
is re-spent with those who pay—and 
each taxpayer may, if he wishes, earn 
from the council the amount of the 
taxes he pays. 

The average municipal tax on each 
quarter is about $14.00. 

The average taxpayer is just one 
one year in arrears with his taxes. 

The municipality has a road system 
that is worth $100,00.00 in monetary 
value, and infinitely more in service 


value, with an indebtedness thereon 
of only $17,000.00. 

Of the provincial taxes, the wild 
lands tax extraeter $1200.00 form the 
local treasury. The object of this 
tax being to discourage speculation 
in farm lands. 

The educational tax. on the other 
hand rendered a profit to the local 
taxpayer because yliilst he paid to the 
lands tax extracted $1200.00 from the 
return grants totalling $2,000.00 paid 
to school districts. , 

This advantage is more than lost in 
the adverse balance under the supple¬ 
mentary revenue tax to which local 
taxpayers last year paid $5475.00. and 
received in 'return as a provincial 
grant for roads the small sum. of

Fort Garry, 19 miles down the 
river was commenced.

In 1835 Up¬ 
per Fort Garry was begun at’ the 
junction of the two rivers and this 
was the centre of business, gov¬ 
ernment, education and public af¬ 
fairs for more than 30 years, and 
was the nucleus of the present city 
of Winnipeg. 

The Fort was sold in 1882 and 
the front gate, now owned by the 
city and standing beside the new 
Fort Garry, the hotel of the Can¬ 
adian National Railways, is all that 
remains of this historic group of 
buildings.

| foils of the early fur-trading 
days—Rouge and . Gibraltar.

LITTLE ADS DO GREAT WORK 


1. All exhibitors must be members 
of Chauvin Agricultural Society. 

2. In the case of wheat, oats, bar¬ 
ley and rye. the exhibitor must have 
for sale, or be retaining for seed on 
his own farm, at least 50 bushels of 
wheat, oats barley and rye. 5 bush¬ 
els of potatoes, 25 bushels of flax. 

3. In classes 1 to 13 inclusive one 
bushel of seed shall be shown; in 
classes 14 to 15 one-half bushel. All 
exhibits of seed shal\ be held to be 
representative of the total quantity 
of such seed offered for sale by the 
exhibitor. 

4. No premium shall be awarded 
on exhibits that contain impurities, 
in the opinion of the judges are of 
noxious nature. 

5. An exhibitor can make more 
than one entry in any class. 

6. All samples of seed must be 
labelled, after judging with the name 
and address of the exhibitor, the name 
of the variety, the amount of seed for 
sale, and selling price. 

7. The committee in ' conjunction 
with the judges reserve the right to 
debar any exhibit on which, in their 
judgement, a prohibitive price is 
placed. 

8. Any exhibitor making entry un¬ 
der any of the above classes thereby 
guarantees that his exhibit is a fair 
sample of the seed he has for sale, and 
was grown on his own farm in 1923. 

9 Before prizes are paid, each ex¬ 
hibitor will be required to certify that 
his exhibit strictly complies with re¬ 
gulation. In case of failure to do so 
the next in order will be awarded 
the prize. 

In the event of less than three 
entries in any class, first or other 
prizes will only be awarded at the 
discretion of the judge. 

11. The society will furnish poul¬ 
try cratesr in "the hall. 

12. Entry fee shall be ten per cent 
of amount of first prize. 

13. Potatoes may be selected. 

14. Persons entering registered 
seed must produce certificate of 
registration at the time of making 
entry. 

15. All exhibits for competition for 
prizes must be at the I.O.O.F. Hall 
Chauvin. not later than 10 a.m. Sat¬ 
urday. March 1st 1924 and shall not 
be removed until the close of the fair.

Forcing Rhubarb In Winter 


doming Auction Sale 


Forcing rhubarb in winter either 
commercially or for home use is com¬ 
paratively easy, and should^, be car¬ 
ried on much more generally than it 
is at the present time, as a supply of 
this very appetising dish can by this 
means be had from January until 
the early spring. The roots for forc¬ 
ing are dug in the late autumn before 
the ground freees. care being taken 
to preserve all theh buds on the 
crowns, and to keep as much of the 
earth adhering to the roots as pos¬ 
sible. Past experience has proven 
that roots that have been completely 
frozen force much better and quicker. 
It will require at least ten days of 
quite severe freezing to put the roots 
in good condition for freezing. 

Whe n the time comes to bring in 

the plants, a dark cellar should be 

available where a temperature of 50 

1 

to 60 F. can be maintained. The froz- 
n crowns are then placed on the cellar 
floor, as closely together as possible 
and the spaces between filled with 
moist sand or earth. It is a good 
plan to keep several inches of soil 
over the frozen buds and leave this 
covering on for a conple of days to 
gradually draw out the frost. Water 
should be applied liberally, because 
upon the moisture supply will depend 
to quite an extent, the success of thet 
crop. It is not necessary to use rich 
soil in this work because the roots al¬ 
ready contain the necessary plant 
food for the development of the leaf¬ 
stalks. 

While the first planting will produce 
for about six weeks, yet to maintain 
an abundant supply, it i^ well to have 
a second lot of roots out of doors, 
ready for planting when the forst ot 
is just ready for use. These frozen 
plants should be brought in. planted 
and treated in the manner described 
for the first lot.
